Direct light angles 
call forth scintillating light-orange color, but the outward 
appearance of both sides is one of tannish-copper patina. 
The strike is sharp throughout, as befits the method of 
manufacture, and there are no blemishes that would cause 
one to question the validity of the high-end Gem grade. 
A modestly, yet appreciably reflective specimen for the 
advanced collector of U.S. small Cents. 

The 1856 is an issue whose popularity virtually tran¬ 
scends the spectrum of U.S. Numismatics. The 2006 
Guide Book reports an original mintage for this issue of 
2,000 coins. This figure represents an increase over the 
mintage quoted for this delivery in earlier issues of the 
Redbook. The “change” in mintage figures for this issue is 
almost certainly due to research done by Rick Snow, as 
presented in the multi-volume second edition of the book 
The Flying Eagle and Indian Cent Attribution Guide. In 
the volume on Flying Eagle Cents, the author opines that 
650-850 examples of this issue were delivered in 1856 
and early 1857, followed by a further 1,000-1,500 pieces 
from 1857 through 1860. Coins struck from the Snow-9 
die marriage, among them the Gem in this lot, are 
believed to have been struck during the latter period, and 
almost certainly for distribution to collectors. Survivors of 
this variety tend to be of higher quality than those of 
many other die marriages for the 1856 Flying Eagle Cent, 
and they are eagerly sought as representatives of this, the 
premier small Cent in U.S. coinage history.

As even a casual perusal of our recent catalogs will show, this is far and away the most plentiful 
die marriage of the 1856 Flying Eagle Cent. This tact, however, must he tempered with the comments that Rick Snow makes in the 
second edition of the book The Flying Eagle and Indian Cent Attribution Guide. “An estimated 300 examples, or 1/5 of the coins in 
collectors’ hands are found circulated. The remaining examples are typically in lower grades of proof. Real gem examples are very 
scarce.” Particularly important as a condition rarity, therefore, the lovely specimen in this lot would do justice to the finest special¬ 
ized collection. 

Both sides display an even blanket of orange-tan color, over which speckles of slightly deeper, reddish-russet tinting have gath¬ 
ered in certain areas. The fields are modestly reflective—a feature that is most readily appreciable at direct light angles—and they 
support devices that are fully defined from the strike. We are unable to find a single blemish of note, as one should expect for the 
assigned grade, and the eye appeal is nothing short of beautiful. Worthy of a strong bid.

5089 1856 Snow-9. Flying Eagle. Proof-64 (PCGS). Snow-9 is the most frequently encountered die marriage of this classic rarity among U.S. small 
Cents. The original mintage for this variety is not known with certainty, but Rick Snow believes that many of the 1,000-1,500 1856 Flying Eagle 
Cents delivered from circa 1857-1860 were struck from the Snow-9 dies. Given the high level of preservation among most survivors, it seems like¬ 
ly that Snow-9 was prepared for distribution to collectors. 

This is a beautiful near-Gem with the eye appeal, if not the technical quality, of an even higher grade. Both sides are overall smooth in appear¬ 
ance, and there is also no distracting carbon. 1 he obverse displays dominant pinkish-tan color that lightens a bit to pale rose-gold tinting in the 
upper field. The reverse, on the other hand, is predominantly tannish-brown in sheen. With a razor-sharp strike and eve appeal to spare, this coin 
would fit comfortably into any advanced collection. The PCGS holder is an older variant with a green insert. 

There is an as-struck planchct void in the center of the reverse at the letters EN in CENT.

One of the Finest Proof 
1858 Large Letters Cents Known 

A Rare Issue With Perhaps Just 50 Examples 


5092 1858 Snow-PRl. Large Letters. Proof-66 (NGC). Federal records are silent on the subject of exactly how many proof 1858 
Flying Eagle Cents were delivered. We do know that examples were struck with both Large and Small Letters, and that both vari¬ 
eties are rare in today’s market. In the book The Flying Eagle and Indian Cent Attribution Guide , Rick Snow estimates that 80 Large 
Letters examples were distributed as part of the year’s proof sets, along with an additional 20 or so coins with special pattern sets. 
Out of this total of 100 examples struck, the author accounts for just 50 survivors. 

With such a paltry estimate for survivors, it should come as no surprise to bidders that we do not handle very many 1858 Large 
Letters Cents in proof format. The present Gem, in addition to being a rare coin in an absolute sense, is also a conditionally rare 
representative that is near the top of the NGC Census for the issue. Both the obverse and the reverse are possessed of razor-sharp 
striking definition. The surfaces also display modest, yet appreciable hints of brightness in the fields, but only as the coin dips into 
a light. In addition, such direct angles of observation call forth mottled powder-blue, apricot, and pink undertones that backlight 
an overlay of well-blended, medium-tan and copper-brown colors. There are hardly any distracting blemishes, as befits the grade, 
but a series of small, staccato-like contact marks in the obverse field below the ED in UNITED are worthy of note. A prime rarity 
among U.S. Cents, this attractive Gem would serve as a centerpiece in any advanced collection.

This method of storage was not conducive to the 
pristine preservation of the coins, owing to the fact that the sleeves 
typically became brittle and cracked, allowing impurities to contam¬ 
inate the delicate mirror-like surfaces. Copper cents were especially 
vulnerable to discoloration, carbon spots and other detractions, 
which todays collectors must contend with when seeking out excep 
tional examples. Miraculously, the offered coin escaped that fate, 
and remains as pure as the day it was coined. As such, it is worthy of 
the absolute finest Registry Set. Once sold, it may be years before a 
comparable example appears.

5198 1944-D—Steel Planchet—Genuine (ANACS). This Mint 
error is the alter-ego of the famous 1943 “Copper” Cent, and it was 
created in much the same way. Apparendy, a few steel planchets 
remained in one of the Denver Mint’s tote bins after the end of ! 
1943. These planchets were then fed into the press along with > ir 
bronze planchets sometime in 1944 during the press run for the lb 
year. The result, of course, is a 1944-D Cent struck in error on a 
steel planchet that was intended for use in 1943. Since the dies were ns 
spaced for coining bronze Cents, 1944-D Steel Cents generally dis- til 
play slight softness of detail here and there around the peripheries. o 
(On the present coin, this feature is largely confined to a few of the ^ 
letters in the motto IN GOD WE TRUST along the upper-obverse 
border.) In the 1996 book The Complete Guide to Lincoln Cents, | 
David W. Lange reports that no more than 10 examples of the ‘44- 1 
D Steel are believed extant. Our research indicates that approxi- t 
mately nine 1944-dated Steel Cents from the Denver Mint are I 
known, a total that marks the ‘44-D as the second rarest Steel Cent I 
of the year after the 1944-S. 

This is the first example of this rare and popular Mint error that I 
this cataloger can remember handling. The coin is housed in an I 
ANACS cache and simply certified as ’ Genuine *. There is no 
mention of a numeric grade on the insert, but, in terms of detail, 
we would grade the coin as AU-58. The surfaces, however, are a bit 
muted in sheen with a glossy texture that leads us to believe that 
they may have been altered in some way. With the exception of the 
aforementioned portion of the motto, all devices are bold-to-sharp 
in striking detail. There are a few speckles of pale-russet tinting over i 
the lower obverse, but the overall appearance is essentially one of sil¬ 
ver-gray color. We are unable to locate any sizeable or singularly 
conspicuous distractions. As one of the most famous and desirable t 
errors in the entire Lincoln Cents series, this '44-D Steel Cent will I 
stand out as a highlight in any advanced collection. Worthy of care¬ 
ful bidder consideration.

Overnight, the values for 
Small Date pieces skyrocketed and for a while they dominated the 
coin market, with Philadelphia Mint coins being particularly sought 
after. Almost immediately Small Date varieties were accepted as inte¬ 
gral additions to a Lincoln Cent collection. 

Mint quality control was low in the 1960s and even fresh off the 
press, few pieces would have passed as Gem quality, as can be veri¬ 
fied by low certified populations at the higher Mint State classifica¬ 
tions today for many dates. Specialists in PCGS Registry Set level 
Lincoln Cents seldom have the opportunity to acquire an example 
of the ‘60-P Small Date in MS-67RD.

1 1866 Rays. Proof-66 Ultra Cameo (NGC). The 1866 Shield 
Nickel is a classic American minor issue, and the first year the 
enduring five-cent denomination was struck in nickel composition. 
Its purpose was to replace the Third Issue five-cent fractional cur¬ 
rency then in circulation without imposing on the limited quantity 
of silver then available to the Philadelphia Mint for other coinage. 
In the introductory year, Rays were implemented on the reverse, 
separating the circle of stars surrounding 5. Proof examples are par¬ 
ticularly sought after today, and a one-year only type for all practi¬ 
cal purposes due to the rarity of proofs nickels with Rays coined 
early in the following year. The Rays reverse was revised due to 
heavy die breakage, but even without rays beginning in 1867, die 
deterioration on this series continued to be a problem throughout 
the life of the series. 

Blazing mint brilliance on this coin is fresh and vibrant. Fields 
are deeply reflective, highlighting crisp white frosted engraved fea¬ 
tures. Surfaces are pristine and nearly haze-free. This visual appeal 
of this treasure is truly spectacular. As such, it is worthy of an out¬ 
standing Registry set of proof Shield Nickels, or a proof type set of 
nineteenth century minor denomination coinage. 

In the proof format, the mintage of this first year of issue Shield 
Nickel is reported to be 200+ pieces. This quantity seems a bit con¬ 
servative when one considers that the two major grading services 
combined report certification of over 400 coins. The nickel mintage 
did not commence until June 1866, and no accurate records of the 
number of proofs have been located, so the number struck is sub¬ 
ject to conjecture. In all likelihood, the actual number struck is 
close to that of other minor denominations sold in proof sets that 
year, around 725 pieces. 

Ultra Cameo examples are rare. As new dies wear, the frosted 
detail quickly diminishes. Only a single die pair was used to strike 
proofs in this year, and the offered coin was among the first off the 
press. NGC has graded a total of 265 coins, of which just seven 
pieces have been awarded U/C distinction. This coin would be 
nearly impossible to improve upon.

As advanced numismatics has matured over the 
last couple of decades, so has the appreciation for these novel special 
finish issues. Today, many collectors assemble sets of matte proof 
coinage, while still others include an example as a representative of 
the Buffalo Nickel in a type set, in contrast to the brilliant nickels 
struck before and after. Whatever the new owner’s motivation for 
purchasing this coin is, he or she can take great pride in its procure¬ 
ment as the ultimate in elegance.

This date 
marks the final year in which the Mint sold proof coinage to the 
public, and only matte proof cents and nickels were available. 

Buffalo Nickel mintage was a mere 600 pieces. While matte 
proofs of this era are highly touted for their high attrition rate due 
to unpopularity with collectors at the time of issue, that may be true 
to some degree, but not overwhelmingly so. Proofs coined from 
1914 to 1916 enjoyed a fine grained surface, which gave them a 
bright appearance without reflectivity, and they do have a distinctive 
look. The drawback to finding really nice early proof Buffalo Nickels 
lies in the fact that the matte finish did not hold up well, with many 
survivors today having a rather lackluster appearance. This coin is a 
notable exception.

Collectors of Mint State Buffalo 
Nickels will typically have to settle for a softly struck, low-quality 
example when looking to acquire a representative of the Denver 
Mint’s 1918-dated delivery. Even circulated examples are condi¬ 
tionally challenging, with VF being the finest grade generally 
offered in today’s market. Although this cataloger has had the great 
fortune of describing several top-of-the-line Registry Sets over the 
past year, he can honestly say that he has seen precious few ‘ 18-D 
Nickels that could hold a candle to this high-end Gem. Both sides 
are exceptionally well produced for the issue, the devices boldly, if 
not sharply impressed in all areas. Even the central highpoints are 
noteworthy in this regard, the hair around the ribbon knot quite 
sharp, and the bison’s shoulder sufficiently bold in detail. Full, 
satiny mint luster flows from rim-to-rim in the veritable absence of 
percepdble abrasions. And finally, there is a delicate overlay of blue- 
gray patina that yields to warmer medium-gold shadings at the 
rims. Accuracy alone compels us to mention some small, well-scat¬ 
tered flecks on both sides, but we stress that these features limit nei¬ 
ther the technical quality nor the eye appeal of this Condition 
Census Gem.

,can be identified by a prominent crack extending diagonally upward 
from the rim, through 9 to the Indian’s braid. There are a few minute 
ticks well concealed in his hair detail.

It is a well known variety, which has been given the moniker “Two

'•57 1794 V-2 LM-2. Rarity-5. MS-64 (PCGS). As the first Half Dime delivered in the fledgling U.S. Mint, the 1794 holds a place of honor in the 
annals of numismatic history. A total of three obverse and three reverse dies were used in four marriages to deliver approximately 7,756 examples of 
this date. Of these varieties, V-4 and V-3 are the most plentiful in today’s market, followed by the scarce (Rarity-5) V-2 and the rare (Rarity-6) V-l. 
V-2, which is represented by the present near-Gem, is described as “hard to locate in mint state” by Russell Logan and John McCloskey in the 1998 
book Federal Half Dimes: 1792-1837. 

This is the first high-grade 1794 Half Dime that we have offered in recent memory. Both sides are warmly toned in slate-gray patina through which 
more vivid pale-apricot undertones shine as the coin dips into a light. The strike is sharply executed in virtually all areas, and only the lowermost curls 
on Liberty’s portrait and the eagle’s upper-left (facing) wing are affected by what we would classify as mentionable softness of strike. There are really 
no outwardly distracting abrasions, and a thin graze on Liberty’s chin is mentioned solely for pedigree purposes. Several times rarer than the 1795, the 
1794 is the province of advanced type collectors seeking a representative of the two-year Flowing Hair Half Dime series.

368 1795 V-4, LM-10. Rarity-3. MS-65 ★ PL (NGC). The precursor of the modern-day Nickel, the United States Half Dime was authorized 
by Act of Congress on April 2, 1792. The first coins of this denomination, however, were not struck until 1795, when a total of 86,416 pieces 
were delivered from 1794 and 1795-dated dies. These coins display Robert Scot’s Flowing Hair design, and survivors are immensely popular among 
early type collectors. The majority of the original mintage (Breen, 1988, says 78,660+ pieces) were struck from 1795-dated dies. Nevertheless, 
extant examples with this date are scarce-to-rare from a market availability standpoint, particularly in the finest Mint State grades. 

This lovely V-4 representative is much more sharply impressed than the plate coin in the 1998 book Federal Half Dimes: 1792-1837by Russell 
J. Logan and John W. McCloskey. In fact, the only mentionable softness to the detail is confined to the top of the eagle’s right (facing) wing on 
the reverse. The Mint finish is decidedly prooflike in the fields—a feature that is readily appreciable beneath an overlay of richly original silver- 
gray and copper-russet toning. With nary a detracting abrasion to report and exceptional eye appeal for a product of the fledgling Philadelphia 
Mint, this 1795 Half Dime would serve as a centerpiece in even the most advanced collection. 

A few light adjustment marks are present on the obverse over Liberty’s neck and cheek. These as-struck features are anything but distracting to the viewer. 

To date, NGC has certified a mere three 1795 Flowing Hair Half Dimes of all die marriages with a Prooflike finish, the present example being the only one to have also received a ★ 

designation. There is a single MS-67 Prooflike coin finer at this certification service.

Prior to 1858, the United 
States Mint did not record the number of proof coins that it pro¬ 
duced for sale to collectors. The result is that the only indicator of 
the overall rarity of these issues is the number of coins extant. In the 
case of the proof 1855 Seated Dime, Breen (1977) reports that “at 
most a couple of dozen survive, perhaps less.” Based on current 
PCGS and NGC population data, which accounts for 19 examples 
certified in all grades, the authors already limited estimate may even 
be a bit overly generous. 

We are aware of only one die marriage for this early proof issue, 
and it is readily identifiable by bold repunching on all four digits in 
the date. Apparently, the date logotype was first punched too far to 
the right, and then corrected with a second impression further to 
the left. The presence of arrows at the date (on which there is also 
some evidence of light repunching) further enhances the desirabili¬ 
ty of this rarity in the Seated series, as it is a proof representative of 
a type that was produced in only three years. For the most advanced 
type collectors in today’s market, therefore, we can think of no bet¬ 
ter coin with which to represent the Arrows, Stars Obverse Seated 
Dime series of 1853-1855. 

Both the obverse and the reverse are fully brilliant in finish 
beneath an overlay of delicate golden-silver iridescence.

The short-lived Twenty-Cent pieces wat 
produced solely in 1875, 1876, 1877, and 1878, with the final tv* 
years witnessing proof-only deliveries of more-or-less limite# 
nature. Lest one assume that the brevity of this series translates n 
ease of collectibility, we caution bidders that the Twenty-Cent serie# 
includes several scarce-to-rare issues. The front runner in this 
group, of course, is the legendary 1876-CC, but the 1875 and 
1875-CC can also be challenging to locate, particularly in highest 
grades. Among the proofs, the 1877 is the key issue with a report* 
ed mintage of just 350 pieces. 

Easily among the most beautiful representative of this popula* 
issue that this cataloger has ever handled, both sides of this coin ait 
toned in vivid, multicolored iridescence. The obverse is predomijl 
nantly golden-gray in sheen, but we do note blushes of orange-pinl|I 
and cobalt-blue patina to the left of Liberty’s portrait. The reverse is 
even more attractive with gorgeous orange-gold toning that blendjj 
with salmon-pink shades toward the border. There are also a few 
speckles of cobalt-blue tinting at the rim on the latter side. With a 
uniformly brilliant finish and needle-sharp striking definition, this r 
coin would stand for nothing less than a premium-quality Gem t 
grade.

: »2 1877 Proof-66 (NGC). Attractive blue-violet, golden sunset and 
lavender toning provides an impressive appearance. Reflective fields 
are deeply mirrored, with a trace of light haze evident on the 
obverse. Engraved features are lightly frosted. There are a couple of 
micro-ticks in the upper left reverse field, probably of mint origin, 
and a few faint hairlines in the right obverse field. Surfaces are vir¬ 
tually flawless, otherwise. 

The politically motivated twenty-cent piece was not accepted by 
the public from day one. Its similar size and appearance to the 
Liberty Seated quarter caused confusion and subsequent rejection 
by banking establishments and in commerce. Business strikes were 
coined only in 1875 and 1876, with proofs available to the con¬ 
temporary collectors for additional years. Although the mintage of 
this proof-only date is reported to be 350 pieces, well over that 
number have been certified by the two major grading services, even 
accounting for possible resubmissions. The actual number coined 
probably exceeds the 510 reported regular minor coin proof sets 
sold. Examples in this lofty certified grade are elusive, however, and 
highly sought after by specialists in nineteenth century type coins. 
The proof-only dates are especially desirable to collectors.

5454 1796 B-2. Rarity-3. VF-20 (PCGS). U.S. Quarter production 
commenced in 1796 with a delivery of just 6,146 pieces of Robert 
Scots Draped Bust design. No more examples of this denomination 
were prepared until 1804, the coins apparently failing to strike a 
receptive chord among contemporary bullion depositors. By the 
time the latter year came around, Scot’s Draped Bust obverse was 
still in vogue at the Mint, but his Small Eagle reverse had yielded to 
that of the Large (or Heraldic) Eagle design. The result for today’s 
numismatists is that the 1796 is a one-year type the inclusion of 
which is required for any type set of U.S. coinage to be considered 
complete. 

This is a pleasing mid-grade example that is certain to find many 
eager buyers in today’s market. Both sides are richly toned in dom¬ 
inant charcoal and slate-gray shades. There are a few blushes of 
lighter patination intermingled here and there, most noticeably 
over the top of Liberty’s portrait. Speaking of the obverse design, it 
is sufficiently bold in overall definition despite the coin having seen 
40 points of circulation. The reverse is also suitably well detailed, 
and there are no areas of excessive or uneven wear. Presenting as 
uncommonly abrasion free for the assigned grade, this coin would 
fit comfortably into any advanced collection of U.S. silver. 

There are only two known die marriages of the 1796 Draped Bust Quarter, and 
they share a reverse die. The obverses are most readily distinguishable by the ori¬ 
entation of the 6 in the date. On examples of the B-2 variety, the 6 is high and 
more in line with the other digits in the date. On B-l coins, the 6 is low and notice¬ 
ably out of position relative to the digits 179.

5455 1796 B-2. Rarity-3. F-12 (PCGS). This is the second representa¬ 
tive of this one-year Quarter type that this cataloger has been tasked 
to describe for this sale. It is a pleasing and original Fine representa¬ 
tive whose surfaces are warmly patinated. The centers exhibit either 
dove-gray (obverse) or slate-gray (reverse) overtones, but there are 
partial crescents of more vivid orange-olive toning around the bor¬ 
ders. The impression is generally well centered on both sides, and 
wear, while extensive, is evenly distributed in all areas save for the 
upper-right reverse periphery. With outline definition to all of the 
focal features and a minimal number of distractions for the assigned 
grade, this coin would fit nicely into any collection. A moderate 
obverse graze over the middle of Liberty’s portrait is noted.

(ANACS). An elusive variety, B-4 is the only die marriage of the 
1805 Quarter that displays four berries on the reverse olive branch 
as opposed to five. Many survivors are in well-worn grades, and 
Breen (1988) offers the opinion that there are “possibly eight to 12 
known.” Both sides of this richly toned example display lavender- 
gray patina with splashes of charcoal-gray toning along the right 
obverse and lower reverse borders. Wear is moderate, yet evenly dis¬ 
tributed, and the denticles are fully discernible from a well-centered 
strike. With no singularly mentionable abrasions, this coin is sure to 
see spirited among early Quarter variety specialists.

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30 1828 B-l. Rarity-2. MS-64 (PCGS). In our experience, high- 
grade examples of the 1828 (106,000 pieces produced) seem to 
appear in todays market with slighdy more frequency than those of 
most other dates in the Capped Bust Quarter series. This is not to 
imply that coins such as the present near-Gem are common, for they 
are anything but such when viewed in the wider context of U.S. 
numismatics. What’s more, this series as a whole can pose consider¬ 
able difficulty for high-quality type collectors, and there never seems 
to be enough attractive Mint State examples available to meet 
demand. It is because of observations such as these that we anticipate 
strong bidder competition for this lovely near-Gem. Both sides are 
fully lustrous with a satin-to-softly frosted sheen. The centers are 
more-or-less brilliant, particularly on the reverse, with vivid olive- 
gold, reddish-russet, orange-gold, and medium-blue peripheral ton¬ 
ing that is much more extensive on the obverse. All focal features are 
crisply delineated from an obviously powerful strike, and wispy abra¬ 
sions are few and far between. A coin for the collector who appreci¬ 
ates both solid technical merits and colorfully original toning.

5465 1853 Arrows and Rays. MS-67 (NGC). By 1853, the effects of the California Gold Rush had become such that the Mint was 
finding it virtually impossible to keep newly produced silver coinage in circulation. The bullion values of the Half Dime, Dime, 
Quarter, Half Dollar, and Silver Dollar had far outstripped their face value. The result was that most newly issued examples were 
snatched-up by speculators and melted. In order to rectify this problem. Congress authorized a weight reduction for all of these 
denominations except the Silver Dollar through the Mint Act of February 21, 1853. The Quarter (which, after all, is the subject of 
this lot) was reduced in weight from 6.68 grams to 6.22 grams, a change that allowed the coins to once again serve as a medium of 
exchange and not just a source of bullion. 

To distinguish these new lightweight Quarters from their old-tenor counterparts, the Mint placed arrows at the date on the 
obverse and a glory of rays around the reverse eagle. Unfortunately for this attractive design, the reverse rays were dropped because 
they shortened working die life and generally complicated the production process. The arrows, however, remained at the date 
through 1855. 

The 1853 Arrows and Rays Seated Quarter was produced in sizeable numbers at the Philadelphia Mint, with a relatively gen¬ 
erous total also coming from the New Orleans facility. Survivors of this one-year type are in great demand, but collectors of circu¬ 
lated coins should have little difficulty locating at least an example of the P-mint delivery. In the lower Mint State grades, both issues 
are scarce, the 1853-P from the standpoint of market availability. At or above the Gem threshold, both the 1853 Arrows and Rays 
and the 1853-0 are rare in an absolute sense. In fact, the Superb Gem ‘53-P in this lot is tied for finest-certified honors with just 
four other coins at PCGS and NGC. 

A stellar type candidate, this brilliant-white example is semi-prooflike in finish with hints of brightness readily evident in the 
fields as the surfaces rotate under a light. Razor-sharp striking definition is seen throughout. The number of trivial abrasions is at an 
absolute minimum, and the only worthwhile pedigree marker is a tiny abrasion on Liberty’s left (facing) shoulder. A beautiful exam¬ 
ple in all regards, this coin would make a lovely addition to a type collection of “finest knowns.” 

Die polish lines (as made) are seen in the obverse field, but only at certain light angles.

Even in those states, however, the ‘72-CC is a rare coin as 
most of the 22,850 pieces produced were undoubtedly lost in circu¬ 
lation. Although well worn, the present example is certain to arouse 
the interests of specialists. Both sides are richly toned in lavender- 
gray patina that lightens in shade over the raised features. The rims 
are fully distinct from the peripheral devices, and there is quite a bit 
of bold definition remaining in the most deeply recessed areas of the 
design. Scattered obverse abrasions are noted, and there are a few 
nicks on the rim, but the overall appearance is relatively problem- 
free for an extensively circulated representative of this key-date, CC- 
mint issue.

572 1836 Reeded Edge. Proof-65 (NGC). Although the Mint had been using steam power in the production of large Cents since 
March 1835, the first Half Dollars were not struck on one of the new presses until November 8, 1836. The first coins of this denom¬ 
ination struck using steam power were a few dozen proofs of the new Reeded Edge design. Mint Director Robert Maskell Patterson 
sent some, if not all of these specimens to Secretary of the Treasury Levi Woodbury. The proofs were followed by approximately 
1,200 business strikes. Such a limited mintage explains why the 1836 is one of the most eagerly sought, key-date issues in the entire 
U.S. Half Dollar series. 

Perhaps surprisingly for a proof, the 1836 Reeded Edge Half is typically seen with isolated striking incompleteness. Such is the 
case with the present example, on the obverse of which several star centrils are a bit softly impressed. The balance of the devices, 
however, are bold-to-sharp in definition. Both sides are richly toned in lavender-gray hues that deepen to charcoal-gray shadings in 
several areas, mostly around the devices and borders. Direct angles call forth more vibrant cobalt-blue undertones, but not even close 
inspection with a loupe reveals more than one or two trivial handling marks. Among the latter features is a thin, wispy graze over 
Liberty’s cheek that should serve as a useful pedigree marker. Richly original in appearance, with undeniable rarity and tremendous 
collector appeal.

Mintage of the Liberty Seated Half Dollar was just shy of 2 mi 
lion coins in 1839. Judging from the population reports of the thii 
party grading services, it appears that over half of the mintage coi 
prised the No Drapery obverse variety offered here. The historic 
and numismatic significance of this coin is immense. Specialists in 
the Liberty Seated series and type collectors alike require it for theii 
sets, and in certified Mint State classifications, specimens are few and 
far between. At the MS-62 level, this beautiful coin would be near¬ 
ly impossible to improve upon. And as such, it is truly a monumen¬ 
tal offering.

An obviously important offering for the 
specialist, this lightly worn example is awash in warm gunmetal-gray 
patina that yields to apricot-tinged undertones as the surfaces dip 
into a light. Striking detail is overall sharp, this despite some mini¬ 
mal highpoint rub, and the surfaces are silent on the subject of indi¬ 
vidually noteworthy abrasions. A conditionally scarce representative 
that Breen (1988) describes as “very rare.”

Although the 
2006 Guide Book reports a mintage of 550 proofs for the 1862

melted in the Mint. This brilliant-finish survivor is attractively toned 
in golden-tan iridescence.

Rich mid¬ 
night-blue toning yields to lighter antique-gold iridescence in the 
center of the obverse. The toning is even more vivid on the reverse, 
with crescents of gold, blue, and orange-russet colors around the 
periphery. With the exception of a few obverse stars, the devices are 
sharply struck, and there are no singularly mentionable distractions.

Die Alignment I. 413.9 
grains. The initial 1,000 examples of the 1836 Name on Base 
Gobrecht Dollar were delivered in December of that year. There 
were apparently two separate production runs for this issue. The 
first 400 coins struck do not display a faint reverse die line (as pro¬ 
duced) at the top of the eagle’s right wing. These pieces were prob¬ 
ably kept at the Mint and distributed to VIPs. The second press 
run, which totaled 600 coins, was struck after the reverse die 
acquired the aforementioned die line. (This die line is probably 
more accurately described as a die scratch, and it is most likely the 
resylt of a careless move by the coiner.) These 600 coins were almost 
certainly placed into circulation via a local bank in Philadelphia. 
Survivors of both varieties are eagerly sought by collectors as the 
most obtainable representatives of Christian Gobrecht’s revolution¬ 
ary Silver Dollar. 

As a lightly circulated example of Judd-60, the coin in this lot 
was almost certainly one of the 600 examples delivered in late 
December 1836 and placed into commercial channels. The diag¬ 
nostic reverse die line, however, is not discernible on this coin, but 
this is probably due to a combination of slight striking softness and 
light wear. Despite the latter feature, both sides retain overall sharp 
striking detail with just a bit of light rub across the highest points 
of the design. Gunmetal-gray toning is seen in most areas, but it 
does yield to slightly deeper olive-gray patina at the denticles, and 
there are also a few isolated blushes of medium-blue tinting around 
the obverse periphery. Scattered circulation marks are well within 
the context of the assigned grade, and there are none that are wor¬ 
thy of singular concern save perhaps for a light graze in the reverse 
field over the eagle’s head. All-in-all, this piece presents very well for 
a silver coin of this size that saw light circulation, and it is sure to 
find a place of honor in an advanced early Dollar collection.

This coin 
stands out as a truly exceptional example of this issue. 

Just 300,000 pieces were struck. It is reported that a few bags 
might have been held by the Treasury and given out piecemeal upon 
request in the post-World War II days, no doubt accounting for the 
vast majority of Mint State survivors today. The supply was likely 
depleted by the mid-1950s. The Treasury hoard of the 1960s yield¬ 
ed none, which caught the attention of collectors at the time, result¬ 
ing in rapid price appreciation thereafter. 

Few other Morgan Dollars have the allure of the ‘93-0, and are as 
rare. The offered coin should generate keen enthusiasm from the 
legion of knowledgeable specialists, due to its affordable status com¬ 
pared to the six-figure sum that a certified MS-65 specimen generates.

Mint luster is full, if not overly vibrani 
and a few shallow grazes on the obverse are noted solely for accural 
cy’s sake. The 1893-0 is an important issue due to a limited origind

Researchers report that few examples of this issue were ever obtain¬ 
able from Treasury sources in Mint State, and that many of the 450,000 
pieces struck were placed in circulation early on, with the remainder 
probably melted under the Pittman Act of 1918. These claims can be eas¬ 
ily verified by analysis of the major third-party grading services popula¬ 
tion reports, which show thousands of EF and AU graded pieces, and 
only a small number of Mint State survivors.

The appearance of the offered coin 
represents an important opportunity for Morgan Dollar collectors. When 
graded a point higher, the value soars into the mid-five figure range. Here 
is a more affordable option.

7192 1896 Proof-68 (PCGS). The proof Morgan Dollars delivered from 1896-1898 can be among the most beautiful proof Silver 
Dollars of this type. The Mint seems to have taken extra special care in the production of these issues, with most survivors display¬ 
ing deeply mirrored fields and frosty devices that provide lovely cameo contrast. In the 1982 book The Morgan and Peace Dollar 
Textbook, however, Wayne Miller suggests that such technological perfection has its price. He states of the proof 1896: “...the depth 
of the mirror fields and the purity of the devices exaggerates any hairlines and thus the 1896 is somewhat difficult to locate in fully 
gem proof condition. ” Then there s the coin in this lot, whose existence at such a pristine level of preserv ation nearly defies belief. 

To view this Superb proof Morgan is to love it. Both sides are silky-smooth in sheen with an essentially perfect look to the sur¬ 
faces. In fact, we are unable to locate a single blemish that would seem to preclude a numeric grade of Proof-69. The toning is no 
less extraordinary than the technical quality. Both sides display dominant antique-copper toning that, on the reverse, yields to an off- 
center circle of brilliance over the back of Liberty’s head. This blush of brilliance is ringed in pinkish-tan color, and most angles also 
reveal a lovely powder-blue cast to the balance of Liberty's portrait. The reverse wreath and eagle are also tinged in blue iridescence, 
with a splash of pinkish-tan, apricot, and silvery near-brilliance just right of center on that side. The most direct light angles also call 
forth scintillating gold, lavender, and electric-blue undertones. In sum, we could spend this entire description just cataloging the 
awe-inspiring toning that this coin possesses! But to move on, the devices are expectantly sharp in strike for the issue, and cameo¬ 
like contrast is particularly discernible on the obverse. This coin is housed in an older PCGS holder with a greenish-yellow insert. 
Had it been certified more recently, it may very well have secured at least a CAM designation alongside the numeric grade. We 
strongly encourage interested bidders to view this coin in person prior to the sale so that they can gain a true appreciation of its beau¬ 
ty and technical merits. Then get ready to enter strong bids, because we are confident that this coin will see spirited competition on 
the auction floor. 

I he consignor of this coin provided us with a letter written by Van Simmons on David Hall Rare Coins that makes crystal dear 
the importance of this coin in the numismatic market. According to Simmons, “This (proof 1896] is arguably one of the two pret¬ 
tiest proof Morgan Dollars I have ever had the pleasure to handle.” We have also become aware of that fact that David Hall was taken 
with this coin while writing the 1985 book A Mercenary's Guide to the Rare Coin Market. ”On page 79 of that book. Hall makes spe¬ 
cific reference to this coin when he states: ...if you ever buy a coin like [this] silver dollar, you will understand why some coins, not 
necessarily expensive ones, are so special that they literally can’t be replaced for any price!” Such endorsements say it all—here’s a 
proof Morgan Dollar that stands head and shoulders above virtually all others extant, regardless of issue.

Both sides are overall sharp in detail with really no areas of bother¬ 
some softness of strike. Mint luster is full with a frosty texture that 
is readily appreciable in the absence of all but a few wispy abrasions.

Free of wear with fully intact, if slightly subdued luster, the 
present example is sure to be of great importance to specialists. The 
surfaces are softly frosted in texture with modest, yet appreciable 
cartwheel visual effects evident as the coin rotates under a light. 
Untoned on the reverse, with delicate golden highlights to the 
obverse. A few scattered abrasions are noted, but their number is 
uncommonly few for a Silver Dollar at the BU level of preservation.

1895 Morgan Dollar. Proof-63 Cameo (PCGS). An issue that 
needs no introduction among Morgan Dollar specialists, the 1895 is 
the sole delivery in the entire Morgan Dollar series of 1878-1921 that 
is known only in proof format. While survivors of this 880-piece press 
run are not appreciably rarer than those of many other proof Dollars of 
this type, the 1895 in under extreme collector demand due to the pop¬ 
ularity of assembling date and mint sets of this series in today’s market. 
When examples such as the present Choice representative are offered at 
auction, therefore, they are instandy and rightly recognized as high¬ 
lights among bidders. This is a very attractive specimen whose eye 
appeal is stronger than one might expect even for the assigned grade. 
There are really no hairlines or other contact marks of singular note, 
and the outward appearance is quite smooth at most angles of light 
incidence. There is bold cameo contrast between satiny devices and 
watery fields, with the former features crisply impressed from an obvi¬ 
ously powerful impression. Untoned save for a little light lilac-tan iri¬ 
descence at the denticles, and worthy of a solid bid.

The San Francisco Mint’s delivery of 9.5 
million coins in 1877 set the record for the highest mintage in the 
Trade Dollar series. It almost goes without saying that the 1877-S is 
the most frequently encountered Trade Dollar in todays market, 
both in circulated and Mint State grades, as well as with or without 
chopmarks. The specter of commonality that surrounds the ‘77-S, 
however, dissipates rapidly as one crosses the Gem threshold. Like all 
other issues of this type, the 1877-S is rare with the ever-so-desirable 
combination of fully vibrant luster and overall smooth, minimally 
abraded surfaces. In addition to these characteristics, the coin in this 
lot offers vivid toning. The obverse exhibits mostly blue-gray path 
nation, but there is also a blush of lavender-pink iridescence around 
Liberty’s outstretched arm, as well as warmer antique-gold under¬ 
tones. On the reverse, one sees a rich overlay of copper-gray patina 
with an underlying blanket of antique-gold iridescence.

Trade Dollars have a special appeal to collectors, due to the unique 
nature of their purpose. They were not struck for use in America, but 
were intended to circulate in the Orient, in competition with dollar size 
silver coins from other countries. For the first few years of issue, how¬ 
ever, they were afforded legal tender status in the United States. A 
world-wide decline in the price of silver beginning the mid-1870s 
resulted in limited demand abroad, and at that time Congress repeal¬ 
ing legal tender status of the series at home. The final emission of busi¬ 
ness strikes occurred in 1878, after which examples were struck only in 
the proof format for collectors through 1883. A few additional clan¬ 
destine strikes were smuggled out the mint in 1884 and 1885, as well. 

A mere 1,541 examples of this proof-only date were sold. PCGS 
has certified at total of 567 pieces at all levels. Only 67 of those have 
been awarded CAM designation, and importantly, only a single piece 
has been assigned DCAM.

An Awe-Inspiring MS-69 Example Certified by PCGS 



7421 1852 MS-69 (PCGS). The Gold Dollar, a long-proposed denomination that was actually part of Alexander Hamilton’s original 
coinage system for the United Stares, was not authorized by Congress until March 3, 1849. The final impetus required for the cre¬ 
ation ol this denomination was the 1848 discovery of gold in California. Almost overnight, silver coins disappeared from circula¬ 
tion as their bullion value fast outstripped their face value as more and more gold entered the world market from California. The 
Silver Dollar was keenly affected by this situation, and a Gold Dollar replacement was looked upon favorably by many lawmakers. 
Not only would such a new coin remain in circulation, but it would provide another outlet for California gold. 

Chief Engraver of the Mint James Barton Longacre designed the new Gold Dollar, completing the master dies by May 7, 1849. 
Business strike production at the Philadelphia Mint commenced the following day, and a respectable total of 11.7 million pieces 
would be delivered in that facility through June 17, 1854. Although additional Gold Dollars were struck in Philadelphia in 1854, 
they bore the new Type II design as opposed to the Type 1 motif used through June 17 of that year. The large P-mint deliveries of 
the 1849 to mid-1854 era guarantee that collectors seeking a representative of the Type I Gold Dollar should have little difficulty 
locating an 1849, 1850, 1851, 1852, 1853, or 1854, at least in circulated and lower Mint State grades. The virtually perfect exam¬ 
ple in this lot, however, is in a category all its own. 

Among a very select group of the finest Type I Gold Dollars that this cataloger had handled, this beautiful Superb Gem really 
needs to be seen to be fully appreciated. The color is nothing short of breathtaking, w'ith a dominant reddish-gold sheen and a few 
blushes of well-blended yellow-gold and rose-gold tinting here and there. Mint luster is expectantly full for the assigned grade with 
a vibrant, frosty texture. We are unable to locate even a single outwardly distracting blemish, and a razor-sharp strike allows full 
appreciation of all design elements.

While maintaining the same weight and composition 
standards for the coin established by Congress in 1849, the Mint 
increased the diameter of the Gold Dollar from 13 millimeters to 
15 millimeters, with a corresponding decrease in the thickness of 
the planchet. This change was accompanied by a redesign, with 
Chief Engraver Longacre again lending his talents to the denomi¬ 
nation. Unfortunately for both the Mint and modern collectors, ! 
Longacre's Type 11 design was so poorly executed that many of the j 
coins were inadequately struck and/or succumbed to the rigors of 
circulation much more quickly than anticipated. After relatively i 
limited mintages at the Philadelphia Mint in 1854 and 1855, as, 
well as even smaller branch mint productions in 1855 and 1856, , 
the federal government withdrew the Type II design in favor of the 
more carefully executed Type III motif. 

The only realistic type candidates in the Type II Gold Dollar J 
series are the 1854 and 1855. We caution bidders, however, that 
both issues must still be considered scarce-to-rare in all Mint State 
grades relative to the level of market demand for such pieces. 
Attractive examples such as the present near-Gem, therefore, sel¬ 
dom remain on the open market for long. This coin is uncom¬ 
monly well produced by the standards of the type, with sharp def¬ 
inition over the obverse portrait and boid detail to the digit 8 and 
the letters LL in DOLLAR on the reverse. All other design ele¬ 
ments are crisply delineated. Lustrous, satiny surfaces are awash in 
warm orange-gold color that is fully appreciable in the absence of 
singularly mentionable abrasions. With solid technical merits and 
uncommon strong aesthetic appeal, this Type II Gold Dollar is sure 
to see spirited bidding at auction. 

Clashmarlu (as struck) arc seen in the fields around the central devices on both 
sides. These features are quite common for the type, but they are not as extensive 
as typically seen on Gold Dollars of this design.

The overall appearance is 
quite sharp, and a bit of softness to the detail in the center of the 
reverse is quite common for Gold Dollars of this type. Otherwise 
orange-gold color assumes somewhat of a khaki-gold shade on the 
reverse. A coin that should have no difficulty finding its way into a 
high-quality type set.

The engraved features are exceptionally well 
struck for this date and type, which is often weakly defined at the 
centers. Shallow die clashing is evident on the reverse. There are a 
couple of tiny areas of scuffing at the upper and lower right obverse 
rim, with an appearance similar to fine file marks. The surfaces are 
nearly mark-free, otherwise. It is a truly impressive Choice quality 
example.

Attractive golden mint luster provides a pleasing appearance. 
Characteristic of this issue, the strike is not well defined, lacking 
detail mostly at Liberty’s portrait and the ribbon bow. Heavy die 
clashing is evident in the obverse field, with faint die clashing on the 
reverse. There is a single fine, horizontal linear scuff in the upper left 
obverse field, and another small scuff on Liberty’s cheek. Otherwise, 
surface marks are minimal and just moderate rubbing prevails. It is 
an attractive example of this historic issue. 

Only 9,803 pieces were struck, and only 109 total pieces have 
been certified by PCGS. Although some grade higher than the 
offered coin, many of those exhibit unsightly planchet flaws. At the 
EF-45 level, the offered coin is exceptional, as the seasoned special¬ 
ist in Charlotte Mint coinage will attest to upon examination of this 
jewel. Just 15 pieces have been PCGS certified at this level.

This S-mint example represents 
the only Type II gold dollar struck in 1856. It is an exquisite coin, 1 
sporting vibrant golden sunset mint luster and an excellent strike. 
The overall quality far surpasses that typically found on the two 
dates struck earlier, all mints considered. Both sides show fine die 
breaks extending toward the center from the rim and modest die 
clashing. There are hardly any marks, just light rubbing. 

With the exception of the two Southern branch mints, the ‘56-S 
is the scarcest issue of the type. Just 24,600 pieces were struck, and 
today NGC has certified only T91 pieces. This coin can’t be had for 
type coin price; it is a scarce and important issue. For the gold type 
collector who is willing to pay the premium, however, this coin is the 
epitome of what a Type II gold dollar should look like. It truly is that 
impressive. Interestingly, this coin has an underlying mintmark 
punched far to the northeast. It is a less often seen variety.

Yellow gold mint luster on this example is remarkably bright and fresh, 
retaining a “pillowy” texture referred to by Winter in his reference book on 
Dahlonega Mint gold coins. As such, the eye appeal of this coin is quite 
impressive. Some softness of strike is evident, which must be accepted on 
the issue. Die clashing is quite pronounced on the reverse. Surface marks 
are absolutely minimal, and there is just a touch of light rubbing. At the 
AU-58 level, this coin easily is among the very best certified by PCGS, and 
is a memorable example, as such..

7443 1868 MS-67 (PCGS). Such is the rarity of Gold Dollars from this 
era that David W. Akers (1975) describes the 1868 as the “most 
common Philadelphia Mint gold dollar from 1863 to 1872...” The 
author makes this statement despite the fact that the 1868 has an 
original mintage of just 10,500 business strikes and 25 proofs. 
When viewed in the wider context of U.S. numismatics, therefore, 
it should come as no surprise to read that the 1868 is a very rare 
coin. It also stands out as being far more difficult to locate in all 
grades than many of the lower-mintage, although more carefully 
preserved deliveries from the later years of the Gold Dollar series. 
Clearly, the 1868 represents an important bidding opportunity for 
the advanced gold specialist. 

Judging by current PCGS and NGC population data, the typi¬ 
cally offered Mint State 1868 Gold Dollar in todays market is 
going to grade either BU or Choice. Then there’s the Superb Gem 
in this lot. Both sides are virtually pristine in outward appearance, 
there being not even a single abrasion to inhibit one’s appreciation 
of flowing satin luster. Sharply impressed throughout, with medi¬ 
um-intensity, reddish-gold color. Solidly within the Condition 
Census for the issue, and worthy of a strong bid, as such. 

Pedigree concerns alone compel us to mention two small, extremely shallow 

planchet voids (as struck) between the left-reverse rim and the wreath.

7447 1872 Proof-67 Ultra Cameo (NGC). A date in the Gold Dollar series whose rarity and desirability should be instandy recognizable to gold 
specialists, the 1872 was produced to the extent of just 3,500 business strikes and 30 proofs. With such a limited delivery, it should come as no 
surprise that the 1872 is elusive in both formats, and in all grades. Proofs are thought to survive to the extent of less than 50% of the original 
mintage, with Breen (1988) accounting for just 13-17 pieces. These coins, which were all delivered on February 3 of the year, are distinguishable 
from first-strike Mint State examples by the alignment of the 7 in the date entirely below the second L in DOLLAR. Of further interest to vari¬ 
ety specialists is the fact that the proof 1872 shares an obverse die with the proof 1871. 

An extremely important specimen, this coin is at the top of the certified grading scale for the issue. Both sides exhibit full striking definition 
over satiny devices. These features are sharply contrasted against a backdrop of deep, mirrored reflectivity in the fields. Light rose-gold color flows 
from rim-to-rim in the veritable absence of contact marks. With solid technical quality and eye appeal to spare, this coin is seemingly earmarked 
for inclusion in the finest collection of U.S. gold. 

There are several small planchet Haws scattered about, all of which are as struck, and two of which are particularly important for pedigree purposes: a shallow void in the obverse field 
below the M in AMERICA; and another shallow void in the reverse field after the 2 in the date.

Lovely and Important 1808 Quarter Eagle 
In PCGS-Certified Choice AU 


7462 1808 B. 1, the only known dies. Rarity-4. AU-55 (PCGS). There is only set of dies known for the 1808 Capped Bust Left Quarter Eagle, 
and it was engraved by the types designer: John Reich. To “sign" his work, Reich notched the thirteenth star on the obverse. In his 1988 
Encyclopedia, Walter Breen attributes (at least in part) this series limited mintage of just 2,710 pieces to early die breakage. Indeed, (virtually?) all 
1808 Iwo-and-a-Halves display an obverse die crack (as struck) from Liberty's cap through all of the stars along the right border. As compelling as 
this theory may seem, it fails to take into account why the Mint did not simply engrave additional dies, either later in 1808 or in any subsequent 
year through 1821 (when Quarter Eagle production resumed with a different design). As stated on other pages of this catalog, the Quarter Eagle 
was a very unpopular denomination among bankers and other depositors of gold bullion during the late 18th and early 19th centuries. It is this 
reason, we believe, why the Mint delivered only a single, paltry mintage of this denomination from 1808 through 1820. 

Long cherished by gold collectors as a one-year type, the 1808 Quarter Eagle holds a place of honor in the annals of U.S. numismatics to which few 
other issues can aspire. The Choice AU representative in this lot is one of the nicest examples for the grade that this cataloger has ever handled. Both sides 
exhibit even, medium-intensity, green-gold color. There are also suggestions of warmer yellow-gold overtones, but they are only discernible as the surfaces 
dip into a light. Faint, yet discernible remnants of original luster are present as oudines to some of the peripheral devices. The central devices are sharply 
struck with only a bit of light highpoint rub, and the obverse stars, while a bit soft, display some emerging detail over the centrils. There are few abrasions 
in evidence an uncommon feature for an early U.S. gold coin that saw actual circulation—but accuracy does compel us to mention a shallow graze in 
the reverse field to the left of the final A in AMERICA, as well as a couple of tiny rim nicks on that side. The eye appeal is exceptional, nevertheless, and 
we are confident that this coin will see spirited bidder competition when it appears at auction in Las Vegas. 

A few light adjustment marks (as made) at the lower-right reverse border are anything but distracting.

Quarter Eagles 
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Interesting 1808 Quarter Eagle Rarity 



.7463 1808 B.l, the only known dies. Rarity-4—Close Overlapping Strike—AU-50 Polished, Possible Damage/Repair (Uncertified). In 
1808, the Mint changed the design of the Quarter Eagle from the Capped Bust Right motif to the Capped Bust Left design. The new coin is the 
work of John Reich, and the initial delivery of 2,710 pieces was delivered on February 26, 1808. As fate would have it. this turned our to be the 
final mintage of Quarter Eagles prior to 1821. Since the Capped Head Left design was introduced for coinage in the latter year, the 1808 stands 
as the only issue in the one-year Capped Bust Left Quarter Eagle series. 

The number of 1808 Two-and-a-Halves extant has long been debated by numismatic scholars. We feel that an estimate of three or four dozen sur¬ 
vivors is appropriate. The present example is one of the most intriguing representatives of this issue that this cataloger has ever handled. The coin appears 
to be double struck, with the first impression about 10% off center at 4 o’clock. The second impression is well centered, and more-or-less bold remnants 
of the first strike are evident in the center of the obverse, over and before Liberty’s cap, at the upper-right reverse border, and outside the eagles right 
(facing) wing on the reverse. The definition is a bit soft around the peripheries, but the central devices of the second impression are pleasingly sharp. 
Green-gold and yellow-gold colors compete for dominance as the surfaces rotate under a light. Scattered hairlines point to a heavy cleaning, and there 
may be attempted repair around the rims, although the close overlapping strike feature prevents definitive analysis of this point.

Stellar-Quality 1825 Capped Head Left Quarter Eagle 

Fully Choice in Quality, and With Eye Appeal to Spare 



7464 1825 B. 1. Rarity-4. MS-64 ★ (NGC). The original mintage for the Capped Head Left Quarter Eagle is 4,434 pieces. This total falls rough¬ 
ly in the middle of the scale as far as the Large Diameter issues in this series are concerned, with the first-year 1821 boasting a higher delivery and 
the 1824/1, 1826/5, and final-year 1827 boasting lower ones. Despite the fact that the 1821 was produced in greater numbers, Akers (1975) 
describes the 1825 as “the most common date of this rare type...” It is fortunate that the author included the phrase “rare type,” lest one get the 
mistaken impression that the 1825 is a common coin in an absolute sense. As early gold specialists know all too well, every issue in the Capped 
Head Left Quarter Eagle series is extremely elusive; they just vary in their relative positions on the rarity scale. 

This is quite possibly the most attractive Quarter Eagle of this type that we have ever offered, irrespective of date. First, the color. It is a gorgeous 
blend of green-gold and yellow-gold shades that compete for dominance as the surfaces rotate under a light. Second, the strike. Both sides are crisply 
delineated throughout with nearly full definition to the devices. As for the Mint finish, it is noticeably prooflike in sheen with mirrored reflectivity 
in the fields that supports somewhat more satin-textured devices. There are really no distracting abrasions to report, and the eye appeal is fully deserv¬ 
ing of the coveted ★ designation from NGC. Comfortably within the Condition Census for the issue, and worthy of a premium bid.

3,403 pieces originally delivered. The present survivor is not with 
out problems, but both sides do offer sharp striking definition and 
not unattractive medium-gold color. Some green-gold undertones 
are also discernible as the coin rotates away from a light. Heavy hair¬ 
lines point to a cleaning, but the importance of this early gold rari¬ 
ty should not be overlooked by either first-year type collectors or 
specialists.

This historic quarter eagle 
marks the first year in which the denomination was coined at the 
Dahlonega Mint, the only year in which the Classic Head motif was 
struck there. Just 13,674 pieces were struck. Luster is bright and 
fresh, accented with a hint of pinkish rose iridescence. The strike is 
a tad soft at the high points of Liberty’s hair detail on the obverse, 
and the finer features of the eagle on the reverse are quite weak 
around the outline of the shield and its neck. Both sides display 
moderate shallow ticks and scuffs. There are no particularly hard or 
detracting contact marks. 

Two varieties of this issue are reported, both using the same 
obverse die. A distinctive feature of Reverse B is a bold stem on the 
olive branch held by the eagle, positioned far left of the D. This 
example has a prominent die crack extending upright through the 
second T in STATES. An estimated 5,500 examples using this die 
pair were coined, according to Winter, and it is considered to be the 
scarcer of the two varieties.

7481 1877 MS-64 (NGC). P-mint Quarter Eagle production dipped 
to just 1,632 business strikes in 1877. As one might suspect given 
such a limited original mintage, this issue is scarce, if not rare at all 
levels of preservation. At, near, or above the Gem threshold, the 
1877 is a major condition rarity. In fact, PCGS and NGC com¬ 
bined have seen just four coins in MS-64, none in MS-65, and a 
lone example in MS-66. Solidly within the Condition Census for 
the delivery, this brightly lustrous example is seemingly earmarked 
for inclusion in an advanced collection of U.S. gold. Both sides 
shimmer with softly frosted luster that thins to modest, yet appre¬ 
ciable hints of reflectivity in the fields. The color is an impressive 
rose-gold shade that is fully appreciable in the absence of all but a 
few wispy abrasions. There are no areas of bothersome striking 
incompleteness, and the eye appeal is nothing short of strong. A 
small, barely perceptible graze in the obverse field before Liberty’s 
chin should help establish the pedigree of this important Liberty 
Two-and-a-Half.

7483 1886 Proof-66 (PCGS). The total production of Quarter Eagles 
in the United States during 1886 amounted to just 4,088 pieces, all 
of which were delivered in the Philadelphia Mint. Eighty-eight of 
these coins were delivered in proof format, survivors of which are a 
bit less rare than those of the 1885 specimen delivery. The proof 
1886, however, is considerably more difficult to locate than Mint 
State representatives of its identically dated business strike counter¬ 
part, and they are legitimately rare coins when viewed in the con¬ 
text of the entire U.S. coinage series. 

It just doesn’t get much better than this for a proof Liberty 
Quarter Eagle. Richly original, even, reddish-gold and orange-gold 
colors envelop both sides and compete for dominance as the coin 
rotates under a light. The finish is suggestive of a CAM designation, 
with watery, reflective fields backlighting sharply struck, satiny 
devices. There is not a single outwardly discernible contact mark, 
and a tiny swirl of deeper tinting at the base of Liberty’s neck is 
noted solely for pedigree purposes. Housed in an older PCGS hold¬ 
er with a green insert, and currently unique in grade at this service.

7484 1887 Proof-65 (PCGS). Proof Liberty Quarter Eagle production 
of the pre-1894 era peaked in 1887 with a delivery of 122 pieces. 
Survivors of this specimen delivery have the date high in the field 
and nearly touching the truncation of the bust. (Business strike 
1887 Two-and-a-Halves, on the other hand, have the date low in 
the field.) PCGS has yet to assign a proof 1887 Quarter Eagle a 
numeric grade higher than 65, and with good reason. Even a quick 
glance at the present coin will leave one in awe of its strong techni¬ 
cal quality and breathtaking eye appeal. In short, this has got to be 
one of, if not the most appealing proof Quarter Eagle of this date 
extant. Both sides are bursting with rich, reddish-gold color that 
flows from rim-to-rim in the absence of even a single outwardly 
noticeable blemish. The devices are frosty in finish with a texture 
that is actually almost matte, and the fields exhibit deep mirrored 
reflectivity. The cameo contrast between these two features is as real 
as the coin itself, and its omission from the PCGS insert is certain¬ 
ly due solely to the fact that the latter is an older variant of the light- 
green color style. Knocking on the door of an even finer grade, this 
dazzling proof is worthy of careful bidder consideration—it will 
most likely realize a premium price. 

The Philadelphia Mint was the only facility active in Quarter 
Eagle production in 1887. In addition to 122 proofs, it struck a 
limited total of 6,160 business strikes this year.

7497 1905 Proof-67 (PCGS). Beginning in 1902 and continuing 
through the end of the Liberty Quarter Eagle series in 1907, the 
Mint employed a method of production that provided an all-bril¬ 
liant finish to proofs of this type. The present Superb Gem, which is 
a survivor from an original mintage of 144 coins, displays uniform 
reflectivity over the devices and in the fields. As such, it is similar in 
finish to most of its identically dated brethren. Where this coin 
stands out, where it becomes the diamond in the rough, is in the 
level of surface preservation that both sides exhibit. There is nary a 
detracting blemish on either side, and the appearance is so smooth 
that is should become obvious to even the most casual observer that 
someone (perhaps several people) lavished a lot of care on this coin 
from the day of striking. Speaking of the impression, it is razor sharp 
throughout, and an overlay of rich orange-gold color rounds out the 
extensive list of positive attributes. Housed in an older PCGS hold¬ 
er with a green insert, this conditionally rare Two-and-a-Half is at 
the top of the PCGS Population Report for the issue.

Survivors of this 55,680 
piece delivery are the most elusive Two-and-a-Halves of their type, 
both from absolute and condition standpoints. Even in circulated 
grades, the appearance of an T 1-D represents an important buying 
opportunity for the specialist. And Mint State survivors are always 
widely publicized—and rightly so—-as highlights of all sales in 
which they are offered. 

Medium-intensity, yellow-gold color flows over both sides of 
this lovely Choice example. The luster is softly frosted in finish, 
with a slight granularity to the texture, as typically seen for the 
issue. Another attribute of the ‘11-D is an overall sharp strike—a 
feature that the coin in this lot readily reveals after even a cursory 
perusal of the devices. With a strong D mintmark and no outward¬ 
ly distracting abrasions, this coin would make an important and 
attractive addition to a high-quality date and mint set of Indian 
Quarter Eagles.

7527 1854-0 AU-58 (NGC). The first year for Three-Dollar gold pro¬ 
duction, 1854 is also the only one in which the New Orleans Mint was 
active in the striking of this denomination. A must-have issue for O- 
mint gold type collectors, therefore, the 1854-0 is one of the more 
popular deliveries in a series that is riddled with desirable dates. It is also 
a conditionally challenging coin, with most of the 400-500 examples 
believed extant from an original mintage of 24,000 pieces displaying 
varying degrees of wear. As a Southern gold issue, the 1854-0 Three 
was intended for use in circulation, and precious few coins were set 
aside either at or shortly after the time of delivery. As perhaps can be 
inferred from the final statement, the ‘54-0 is rare even at the Choice 
AU level, such coins usually representing the finest in technical quality 
that one can hope to obtain in a representative of this issue. 

Overall sharply impressed devices are silent on the subject of both¬ 
ersome lack of detail. There is very little wear to report, as befits the 
AU-58 designation, and none of the wispy handling marks are either 
sizeable or singularly mentionable. There is a pleasing blend of orange- 
gold and green-gold colors on both sides, along with a splash of pale- 
copper tinting at the upper-right obverse border. The O mintmark 
appears to have been lightly impressed into the die, but this important 
feature is still clearly identifiable after even the most cursory glance at 
the reverse. Certain to elicit strong bids at auction.

Unlike many later-date, lower-mintage deliveries of this type, the 1859 
was apparently prepared with an intent to circulate, rhis is probably 
why Bowers and Winter (2005) report a much higher estimate of cir¬ 
culated survivors (400-625 pieces) than they do lor Mint State exam¬ 
ples (70-90 pieces). Among the latter coins, most are confined to the 
BU level, probably due to subdued luster and/or bothersome abrasions. 
Any 1859 Three that even approaches the Gem level is a condition rar¬ 
ity par excellence among early-date coins of this denomination. 

A simply beautiful example, both sides of this near-Gem possess a 
“look" that one would be more likely to encounter on a later-date coin 
in this series. Full, saun-to-softly frosted luster envelops surfaces that 
also display even rose-gold coloration. There are some modest hints of 
a semi-prooflike finish on the reverse, and they take the form of reflec¬ 
tive tendencies in the field. With a razor-sharp strike and no abrasions 
of note, this coin would stand head and shoulders above virtually all 
other 1859 Three-Dollar pieces available in today’s market.

7532 1870 MS-64 (PCGS). Unlike several later-date issues in this odd- 
denomination series, the 1870 Three-Dollar gold piece is much 
more difficult to locate in Mint State than it is in circulated grades. 
This would seem to suggest that many of the 3,500 business strikes 
(all of which were delivered on January 18 of that year) were placed 
into circulation at or near the time of striking. Indeed, the estimate 
of 150-225 circulated survivors provided by Dave Bowers and 
Doug Winter in the 2005 book The United States $3 Gold Pieces: 
1854-1889 is quite sizeable given the limited original mintage, and 
this numeric range can be taken as further proof of the hypothesis 
that many 1870 Threes found their way into circulation. On the 
other hand, since most circulated survivors grade AU, one also 
should not assume that this issue saw widespread circulation. 

In Mint State, the 1870 is a significant rarity with Bowers and 
Winter accounting for just 25-30 coins at that level. A high 
Condition Census example, the near-Gem in this lot is currently 
unsurpassed in certified grade at either PCGS or NGC. The first 
Mint State 1870 Three that this cataloger has handled in recent 
memory, this coin displays dominant reddish-gold color. The finish 
is noticeably prooflike, as typically seen on high-grade survivors of 
this issue, and the strike is sharply executed throughout. True, there 
are a few wispy abrasions scattered about, but none are either size¬ 
able or worthy of singular concern. A bit of light, silver-tinged hazi¬ 
ness is noted for accuracy. Housed in an older, green-insert PCGS 
holder, this coin is sure to be of profound importance to specialists.

7534 1876 Proof-66 Deep Cameo (PCGS). The 1876 is the second-rarest Philadelphia Mint issue in the entire Three- 
Dollar gold series. Federal records indicate that a mere 45 coins were struck, all in proof format. Among numismatic 
scholars, however, there exists a theory that a few additional specimens were prepared and not recorded. If true, this the¬ 
ory would explain why Q. David Bowers and Doug Winter give an estimated mintage of 65-75 proofs for the 1876 in 
the 2005 book I'he l 'fitted States $3 Cold Pieces: 1854-1889. The authors further opine that only 45-60 coins are extant 
in all grades- -a limited number, to be sure, and particularly when one considers the ever-growing popularity of numis¬ 
matics in today’s society. 

Along with the 1875, which is also a proof-only coin, and the unique 1870-S, the 1876 is perhaps the most famous 
1 hree-Dollar gold rarity. The example in this lot is nothing short of extraordinary. It is the only Proof-66 representative 
known to PCGS, and the single-finest of just four Deep Cameo examples at that service. (NGC reports two Proof-66 
coins, but they are both designated Cameo as opposed to Ultra Cameo.) The eye appeal that both sides possess is nothing 
short of breathtaking. Rich reddish-gold color and an original “orange-peel” texture are seen throughout. Unfathomably 
deep mirrors in the fields form a splendid backdrop to sharply struck and satiny devices. There is not a single detracting 
blemish on either side, and we are also unable to locate a worthwhile pedigree marker. A coin that really needs to be seen 
to be fully appreciated, this pop 1/0 specimen would grace even the finest collection with its presence.

Slightly more than 82,304 pieces were delivered in 
the former year, and survivors are more plentiful in today’s market 
than those of any other issue in this series. It should come as no sur¬ 
prise, therefore, to learn that the 1878 is an extremely popular coin 
among gold type collectors. What may come as a shock to new¬ 
comers in the industry is that the 1878 is quite scarce in the finest 
Mint State grades from a market availability standpoint. It is with 
these facts in mind that we anticipate strong bidder competition for 
this exceptionally well-preserved Gem. The luster is fully vibrant 
with a shimmering, softly frosted sheen. Both sides are richly col¬ 
ored in effulgent orange-gold shades that assume somewhat of a 
reddish-gold cast at certain light angles. There are also some inter¬ 
mingled blushes of rose-gold tinting.

(for the denomination) mintage of 82,304 pieces in 1878, 
yearly production of Three-Dollar gold pieces at the 
Philadelphia Mint amounted to just 3,000 business strikes 
in 1879. As far as we can tell, this issue did not enter 
domestic circulation, with the relatively small number of 
worn survivors probably representing pocket pieces or 
mishandled souvenirs. In Mint State, the 1879 is one of 
the more frequently encountered Three-Dollar gold coins 
in today’s market. We caution bidders, however, that this 
issue is an important rarity at that level when viewed in the 
wider context of U.S. Numismatics. 

We have all heard the saying, “Life is lonely at the top.” 
In order to find a numismatic application for this popular 
and often-used statement, one need look no further than 
the coin in this lot. It is the single-finest 1879 Three 
known to both of the major grading services. A simply 
delightful example, both sides are fully lustrous with a 
bright, glistening, frosty-textured sheen to the mint finish. 
The color is a rich, orange-gold shade that yields to a few 
swirls of lighter tinting here and there. The latter feature is 
largely confined to the reverse, but both sides readily reveal 
sharp, if not full striking definition in all areas. As one 
might expect for the assigned grade, we are unable to 
locate any distracting blemishes. What might come as a 
surprise, however, is our inability to discern a useful pedi¬ 
gree marker. Housed in an older PCGS holder with a 
green insert, this coin would be an extremely important, 
not to mention beautiful addition to a top-quality date 
and mint set of this challenging U.S. gold series.

First'Year 1795 Small Eagle Five 

An Important and Attractive Mint State Example 



7538 1795 B. 1-B, Miller-2. Rarity-5. Small Eagle. MS-62 (PCGS). Upon his assumption of the position of Mint 

Director in 1795, Henry William DeSaussure announced his intention to place gold into circulation. This goal was 
achieved on July 31 of that year with the delivery of 744 Half Eagles of the Capped Bust Right, Small Eagle type. A fur¬ 
ther 7,963 pieces followed through September 16, 1795, all of which display the same design. (The “1795” Large Eagle 
l ive is a backdated issue that was struck several years after the date shown on the obverse.) On DeSaussure’s orders, pro¬ 
duction of this denomination was halted in the middle of September so that the Mint could concentrate on producing 
its initial batch of Eagles. 

As the first gold coins struck in the fledgling United States Mint, survivors of the 1795 Small Eagle Five-Dollar deliv¬ 
ery have long enjoyed a strong following among numismatists. While a fair number of coins were set aside for their nov¬ 
elty at the time of issue, Mint State examples remains rare relative to the number of advanced gold collectors active in 
today’s market. We are confident, therefore, that this lovely BU representative will have no difficulty finding its way into 
an important collection. The color is a dominant green-gold shade, but it does warm to lighter, yellow-gold hues as the 
coin dips into a light. Both sides are overall sharply struck, particularly by early Philadelphia Mint standards, with plen¬ 
ty of crisp definition to the major design elements. The impression is also nicely centered on the planchet, and there are 
no individually distracting abrasions among the scattered handling marks. A prooflike finish that includes some modest 
field-to-device contrast rounds out this coin’s extensive list of positive attributes. 

A few light adjustment marks (as produced) in the center of the obverse are relatively well concealed in Liberty’s haircurls.

The surfaces are richly patinated with slightly mottled, copper-red highlights over a base of deeply set olive-gold 
and khaki-gold shades. Ample remnants of a semi-prooflike finish are discernible as the coin rotates under a light, particularly in the 
more protected areas around the devices. Sharply struck from a nicely centered impression, both sides retain plenty of bold definition 
despite a bit of light highpoint rub. The surfaces are a somewhat scuffy- -as befits the assigned grade—but we stress that there are no 
abrasions that are worthy of singular concern. A coin that obviously spent only a limited amount of time in circulation, and has since 
been a prized and cherished commodity in (probably) several important collections. We are confident that the winning bidder of this 
lot will feel that same way as the numismatists who preceded them as owners of this coin.

2006 Guide Book and Breen’s 1988 Encyclopedia is 37,628 pieces. This number is a total of the Mint’s delivery of 11,622 Fives in 1800 and an addi¬ 
tional 26,006 pieces in 1801. We believe that the combining of these two figures is probably a fairly accurate indicator of the mintage for the 1800, 
but there also exists the strong possibility that many 1799-dated Half Eagles are included in the delivery for calendar-year 1801. Moving right along, 
the 1800 is one of the more frequently offered Fives of this type in today’s market, and the issue is a perennial favorite among collectors. The present 
example is awash in rich, vivid, reddish-gold color that provides exceptional eye appeal even for the near-Mint level of preservation. Rub is minimal 
and confined to the highpoints of the devices, the features of which are mostly sharp in striking detail. Otherwise satiny in sheen, with modest hints 
of brightness evident in the fields at more direct light angles. An important and desirable representative of this, the second major type in the U.S. Half 
Eagle series of 1795-1929.

(PCGS). If one is lortunate enough to locate a Capped Bust Left Half 
Eagle in today’s market, then they will have a far better than average 
chance that the coin will be an example of this popular Guide Book 
variety. Indeed, Miller-109 is the preferred choice of many U.S. gold 
type collectors. Fortunate, however, is the numismatist who has the 
opportunity to acquire a Mint State example, for such pieces are scarce 
from a market availability standpoint and often sequestered in closely 
guarded collections. A coin that is sure to see strong bidder competi¬ 
tion when it appears at auction, this BU representative is undeniably 
original in appearance. Both sides display dominant yellow-gold color, 
over which splashes of delicate copper-orange iridescence have gath¬ 
ered in select areas. The latter shade is perhaps most prevalent along 
the lower, right, and left reverse border. The strike is sharp over most 
elements of the design, particularly on the obverse, and the luster is 
richly frosted with a pleasingly vibrant sheen.

Whether one is judging by overall or high-grade rarity, the 1842-C 
Small Date emerges as the rarest Liberty Half Eagle produced in the 
Charlotte Mint. The original mintage of this variety is not known 
with certainty, the number being included with that of the Large 
Date in a total mintage of 27,432 pieces. Probably based on an esti¬ 
mate of just 50-55 survivors in all grades, Doug Winter ( Gold Coins 
of the Charlotte Mint: 1838-1861) gives an approximate delivery of 
4,595 pieces for this variety. When offered at all, the 42-C Small 
Date is apt to grade Fine or low-end VF. At the Choice reaches of 
the latter grade level, the example in this lot should be of even fur¬ 
ther importance to specialists. Both sides display khaki-gold color 
that lightens to yellow-gold shades as the coin dips into a light. The 
amount of detail remaining is suitably bold for an example that saw 
this extensive circulation, and the strike appears to have been bold 
in all areas save perhaps for a few of those around the obverse 
periphery. Scattered light and moderate abrasions are to be expect¬ 
ed for a C-mint Half Eagle in this grade, and an obverse pinscratch 
from Liberty’s cheek to the rim between stars 3 and 4 is noted. One 
of the most important Southern gold coins that we have offered this 
year, and a piece that is sure to fill an important hole in a special¬ 
ized collection.

7545 1844-D Winter 11-H, the only known dies. MS-61 (NGC). 
This is an extremely attractive coin, particularly within the context 
of the BU grade level. Both sides display deeply set green-gold color 
that warms to yellow-gold shades as the surfaces dip into a light. 
The luster is modestly semi-prooflike, a feature that is characteristic 
of only a small percentage of high-grade survivors. The strike is 
razor sharp over all elements of the design, and it is way above aver¬ 
age by the standards of the mint in which this coin was delivered. 
Some wispy abrasions are present, of course, but none are either 
sizeable or worthy of undue concern. 

The ‘44-D was produced to the extent of 88,982 pieces—a 
respectable total for a Dahlonega Mint gold coin.

The weakness on the reverse is 
probably a consequence of the later die state employed on this coin, as evi¬ 
denced by a large crack at the lower left rim extending through the olive 
branch to the eagles leg. It is a delightful example for the assigned grade.

While many extant ‘50-C Half 
Fagles display bothersome striking incompleteness, the near-Mint example 
in this lot is uncommonly sharp for a C-mint gold coin. In fact, the obverse 
is as close to full in definition as one is likely to see for a Liberty Five from 
this coinage facility. The reverse is also crisply delineated over all features save 
for the eagles neck feathers and the uppermost arrowfeather.

With an extant popula¬ 
tion of just 110-120 coins from an original mintage of 43,984 
pieces, the 1850-D is the third rarest Dahlonega Mint Hall Eagle in 
terms of both total number of survivors and total number of coins 
known in high grades. This estimate of survivors is attributable to 
Doug Winter (2003), who also states that the rarity of this Southern 
gold issue is often overlooked even by specialists. A conditionally 
rare near-Mint representative, the coin in this lot is far finer than the 
typically offered VF or EF example. Both sides are free of all but 
minimal wear, some incompleteness of detail over the highpoints 
attributable to the striking deficiencies for which this issue is known.

With the exception of the hoarded 1861 release, 
every representative of the series is scarce to rare in Mint State, and 
Choice quality examples of all are truly rare. The offered coin is a 
delight to behold, and an impressive example for both date and type. 
Full golden rose mint luster prevails, and this coin is remarkably well 
struck. Only a few minute ticks and luster grazes are evident, along 
with some faint hairlines on the obverse. There appears to be rem¬ 
nants of copper alloy on the reverse at the lower vertical lines of the 
shield.

There is a little bit of softness to the central design 
elements, but the strike sharpens considerably toward the borders. 
All-in-all, this is an appealing, high-grade circulated representative 
from an original mintage of just 19,768 pieces.

31,360-piece delivery are apt to grade no finer then EF. At the Mint 
State threshold, this orange-gold example represents an important 
bidding opportunity for the Southern gold specialist.

7560 1868 Proof-65 Deep Cameo (PCGS). The original mintage of this early-date proof in the Motto Liberty Half Eagle 

series is just 25 coins. All of these pieces were delivered on February 20, 1868. Given the decade in which these coins 
were produced, as well as the paltry original mintage, it should come as no surprise that rarity is the order of the day 
lor the proof 1868. In his 1988 Encyclopedia, Walter Breen states that perhaps only 10-12 pieces are extant. Although 
there is frequently some discrepancy between Breen’s estimates on survivors and those provided by an analysis of cur¬ 
rent third-parry certification data, the sources are aligned on this issue. To date, PCGS and NGC combined account 
for just eight examples. If we add the Smithsonian Institution and ANS Museum examples to this figure, we again get 
a total of approximately 10 proof 1868 Fives extant. 

The specimen in this lot is the only Deep Cameo 1868 proof Half Eagle currently known to PCGS. The coin is 
nothing short of breathtaking, with both sides starkly contrasted between watery, reflective fields and satiny devices. 
The color is a richly original orange-gold shade, and there are also a few blushes of deeper lavender-copper tinting on 
the reverse over the eagle’s neck and at the border outside the left (facing) wingtip. Free of grade-limiting blemishes, 
with a small lintmark (as struck) in the left-obverse field inside star 4 that should serve as a useful pedigree marker. An 
extraordinary top-of-the-pop example of an undeniably rare issue in the proof Liberty Five-Dollar series. 

Diagnostics for this proof delivery include a small rust lump above the truncation of Liberty’s neck and a C-shaped rust lump in Liberty’s hair immediately behind 

the ear. Also, whereas business strike 1868 Fives have the date high in the field, proofs display more of a centered date.

7 he former year is the last in which the Philadelphia Mint delivered 
Liberty Half Eagles in specimen format, and survivors are rarer than 
those of the other proof Fives struck from 1900-1907. The prevail¬ 
ing proof production methods at the time this issue was delivered 
resulted in most coins being struck with an all-brilliant finish. It is 
highly unusual, therefore, (to say nothing about important) to 
encounter an example with the degree of field-to-device contrast 
that this Cameo specimen possesses.

Choice AU 1796 Early Eagle Rarity 

A Beautiful Example 


7582 1796 B. 1-A, Taraszka-6, the only known dies. Rarity-4. AU-55 (PCGS). The second Eagle in U.S. coinage history, the 1796 
has an original mintage of just 4,146 pieces. This total is not all that much lower than that of the first-year 1795. However, the 1796 
does not appear to have been set aside in appreciable numbers at the time of delivery, the novelty of the new denomination appar¬ 
ently wearing off after the Mint’s initial deliveries of 1795-dated examples. The result in today’s market, of course, is that the 1796 
is several times rarer than the 1795 in all grades. As logical as this conclusion may seem, the 1796 is often overlooked in favor of 
the 1795 by type collectors who favor first-year issues. On the other hand, both early gold specialists and advanced type collectors 
should have little difficulty recognizing the importance of the present offering. 

In the book United States Ten Dollar Gold Eagles: 1795-1804, Anthony J. Taraszka reports that at least one 1796 Eagle extant is 
a die remarriage that was delivered after the 1797 B. 1-A. The present example, however, does not display the die cracks that the 
other coin possesses, and it is obviously from the earlier press run of 1796. Wonderfully original, both sides display rich color that 
is an even blend of olive-gold and reddish-gold shades. The surfaces are prooflike in finish, ample evidence of which is seen around 
the devices despite there being some light friction in the fields. Highpoint rub is minimal, as befits the grade, and the overall defi¬ 
nition is impressively sharp. Scattered abrasions are small in size and well within the context of the Choice AU grade level. A love¬ 
ly Capped Bust Right Ten, this rare example is one of perhaps just 100 coins of this date believed extant in all grades.

7583 1799 B. 4-E, Taraszka-19. Rarity-3. Small Stars Obverse. EF- 
40 (PCGS). Deeply set green-gold color dominates the outward 
appearance at all but the most direct lighr angles, where warmer yel¬ 
low-gold overtones take over. Despite having seen 20 points of cir¬ 
culation, both sides are free of sizeable and individually distracting 
abrasions in the prime focal areas. There are also some isolated 
blushes of original luster, most of which are concentrated in the 
more protected areas around the reverse periphery. The strike is well 
centered on the planchet and generally bold, but we do note a bit 
of softness to the detail over the highpoints of the obverse portrait. 
Along with the 1801. the 1799 is the most readily obtainable Eagle 
of the Capped Bust Right type. As such, examples offered at auc¬ 
tion always enjoy the undivided attention of gold type collectors.

About Uncirculated 1800 
Ten-Dollar Gold Rarity 



7584 1800 B. 1-A, Taraszka-23, the only known dies. Rarity-4. 
AU-50 (ANACS). Federal records list an original mintage of 
5,999 Eagles in 1800. While additional examples of this date may 
have been delivered in 1801 (per Tarsazka), this issue was definite¬ 
ly not produced to the same extant as the 1797 Large Eagle, 1799, 
1801, and 1803. Indeed, the 1800 is rarer than these other deliver¬ 
ies in the Capped Bust Right, Large Eagle Ten-Dollar gold series. 
When offered in today’s market, the present issue is apt to grade VF, 
EF, or AU. The final grade, therefore, represents the finest that most 
early gold collectors can hope to obtain for this delivery. 

This is a relatively pleasing example, the reverse particularly 
attractive with a rich blend of green-gold and orange-gold shades. 
The obverse also presents well in the color category, the overall 
appearance being green-gold in cast. The latter side, however, dis¬ 
plays somewhat of a glossy texture to the surface. To return to pos¬ 
itive attributes, both sides are overall boldly defined from a well- 
centered impression, and light wear is confined to the higher points 
of the design. A somewhat scufify look is quite common for an early 
U.S. gold coin that saw actual circulation, and there are no singu¬ 
larly mentionable abrasions on either side. Worthy of inclusion in a 
specialized collection or better-date type set.

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7585 1839 Large Letters. Head of 38. AU-53 (NGC). Also referred 
to the Type of 1838, this is the final Liberty Eagle delivery that dis¬ 
plays Christian Gobrecht’s original design for the obverse portrait. 
The 1839 Large Letters may be a bit less rare than the 1838, but it 
is still a very elusive issue that is not offered with any degree of fre¬ 
quency in today’s market. Most examples grade VF or EF, and the 
present AU representative is way ahead of the curve in terms of both 
eye appeal and technical quality. The surfaces are partially lustrous 
with only light wear across the highpoints. The central devices retain 
plenty of bold-to-sharp striking detail, but we do note some softness 
to the stars around the obverse periphery. Even medium-gold color 
deepens to olive-gold shades at indirect angles. True, abrasions are 
scattered over both sides, but none are sizeable or out of context for 
an early-date Liberty Eagle that saw actual circulation. A coin that 
would make an important addition to an AU-BU type set of federal 
gold.

Sunset toning 
clings to the engraved features, with soft golden luster overall. 
Surfaces are textured with ticks and scuffs, and there are a few heav¬ 
ier contact marks and scratches on both sides. This numismatic sig¬ 
nificance of this coin is immense. It is the second Liberty Head Eagle 
date, using the same rendition of Liberty’s portrait employed on the 
Head of 1838, with large swooping hair strands crossing over her ear, 
struck between March and June 1839. This coin also has a Large 
Letter reverse, exclusive to the first obverse. Only 131 total examples 
of this historic variety have been graded by NGC, including a mere 
8 at this level.

7592 1870-CC Winter 1-A. VF-25 (PCGS). The first year of coinage 
operations in Carson City saw the delivery of just 5,908 Eagles of 
the Liberty type. With an extant population of perhaps just 35-45 
coins (per Winter and Halperin, 2001), the 1870-CC is the rarest 
of the 19 Liberty Ten-Dollar deliveries from this branch mint. 
Along with the 1870-CC Double Eagle, this issue is also the rarest 
gold coin struck in the Carson City facility. Currently unknown in 
Mint State, the ‘70-CC Eagle is typically offered at or near the pres¬ 
ent grade level. Despite having seen moderate-to-heavy wear, this 
coin presents very well. Rub is evenly distributed over devices that 
still retain some bolder definition in the more recessed areas, and 
the rims are clearly distinct from the peripheral features. The color 
alternates between deeply set, olive-gold shades and warmer orange- 
gold hues as the coin dips in and out of a light. The surfaces are 
somewhat scuffy from having seen this extensive circulation, but 
the only individually mentionable distraction is iocated in the 
obverse field at the innermost points of star 13. We cannot overstate 
the importance of this lot for both gold specialists and collectors of 
Carson City Mint coinage.

7593 1875 ProoT65 Ultra Cameo (NGC). The Philadelphia Mint’s production ofTen-Dollar gold pieces amounted to 

just 100 business strikes and 20 proofs in 1875. Perhaps not surprisingly given these totals, the 1875 boasts the lowest 
mintage of any regular-issue delivery in the entire Liberty Eagle series. Writing in 1980, David W. Akers accounts for 
just five or six business strikes extant, along with perhaps seven or eight proofs. Breen (1988) is in the same general 
ballpark with an estimate of four-to-six circulation strikes and eight-to-ten proofs surviving. 

All 20 proof Eagles of this date were delivered on February 13, 1875. Given such a limited business strike mintage, 
all of those coins are essentially first strikes, so a diagnostic might be useful in differentiating between, say a lightly worn 
circulation strike and an impaired proof. Fortunately, Breen provides us with one in his 1988 Encyclopedia. The author 
states that, among other features, the top of the second vertical stripe in the reverse shield is weak on proofs. 

The present Gem readily reveals this diagnostic under a loupe, but its high level of preservation and exquisite eye 
appeal really make it unmistakable as a specimen striking. Fully delineated throughout, the devices are satiny in finish 
and markedly contrasted with unfathomably deep mirrors in the fields. The color is a light, even, golden-rose shade 
that provides a pleasing “look” to the eye. There are no outwardly noticeable blemishes, and the validity of the impor¬ 
tant Proof-65 numeric grade seems assured in our minds. As one of the two finest-certified survivors of this legendary 
proof issue among Liberty Eagles, this coin is sure to captivate both beginning numismatists and advanced specialists 
when it appears at auction. 

NGC Census: 2; none are finer with any finish. The finest numeric grade among those coins known to PCGS is Proof-64.

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7594 1880-CC Winter 1-B. AU-53 (PCGS).The 1880-CC (just 11,190 
pieces produced) is more readily obtainable than any of the earlier- 
dated Liberty Eagles from the Carson City Mint. In an absolute sense, 
however, the ‘80-CC is rarer than such other deliveries in this series as 
the 1881-CC, 1890-CC, 1891-CC, and 1892-CC. (It is also rarer than 
the 1893-CC at the AU and Mint State levels.) This is a very attractive 
coin despite having seen some light circulation. Both sides are richly 
colored in reddish-gold shades, with ample remnants of satiny mint 
luster. Direct angles also call forth some modest semi-prooflike ten¬ 
dencies in the fields. Overall sharply defined, with no singularly men- 
tionable distractions among the scattered abrasions.

CC is one of the more frequently encountered Carson City Mint 
Tens in today’s market, but we caution bidders that it is significant¬ 
ly scarcer in high grades than the ‘91-CC. One of perhaps just 55- 
65 Mint State coins extant, this BU representative displays radiant, 
frosty luster than thins to modest brightness in the fields. Otherwise 
orange-gold color assumes somewhat of a rose-gold cast at certain 
angles, particularly in the center of the obverse. Scattered abrasions 
are well within the context of the MS-62 designation, and a sharp 
strike further enhances the eye appeal. Per Winter and Halperin’s 
list, this coin qualifies as Condition Census for the issue.

Writing in 2001, Doug Winter and Jim Halperin opine that Winter

tant due to a lack of wear that allows full appreciation of sharp strik¬ 
ing definition over all elements of the design. Both sides are richly 
colored in vivid rose-gold shades, and isolated blushes of copper-rus¬ 
set tinting are also present through the centers and over the rims. 
Most of the grade-defining abrasions are small in size and singularly 
inconspicuous. An important offering for the variety specialist 
among Carson City Mint gold collectors.

This original-looking 
example is a strong candidate to represent CC-mint Liberty Eagle 
production in a BU-quality type set.

Mint luster is full and frosty, and there are 
no areas of bothersome striking incompleteness. None of the scat¬ 
tered abrasions are out of context with the assigned grade.

7602 1893-CC Winter 1-A, the only known dies. MS-62 (PCGS). 
The Carson City Mint delivered its final Liberty Eagles in 1893 
through a mintage of 14,000 pieces. With an extant population of 
perhaps just 165-215 coins in all grades (per Winter and Halperin, 
2001), the ‘93-CC is more similar in rarity to many CC-mint Tens 
from the 1880s than it is to those from the 1890s. Current PCGS 
and NGC population data of just 14 coins certified in all Mint 
State grades is not all that much higher than Winter and Halperin's 
estimate of 6-8 pieces extant at that level (particularly if one takes 
into account the possibility of resubmissions). All Uncirculated ‘93- 
CC Eagles currently known to the two major grading services are 
concentrated in the MS-60 through MS-62 range—a fact that con¬ 
firms the high Condition Census status of the PCGS-certified 
example in this lot. 

Both sides are fully lustrous with a rich endowment of swirling, 
cartwheel luster. The color is a warm, medium-intensity, orange- 
gold shade that accents crisply delineated features. While most sur¬ 
vivors of this issue display numerous sizeable abrasions, this coin is 
a noteworthy exception. Of course, we re not saying that the sur¬ 
faces arc mark-free, but only that the grade-limiting handling marks 
that are present arc relatively small in size and singularly inconspic¬ 
uous. Pedigree concerns alone compel us to mention a very thin, 
barely perceptible graze in the reverse field that parallels the bortom 
of the eagles beak. An extremely important offering for the CC- 
nint gold specialist. The PCGS holder is also worthy of mention as 
an older variant with a green insert. 

We suspect that this coin may be the 1893-CC Eagle that 
Winter and Halperin list as # 1 on their 2001 Condition Census for 
the issue, but have not been able to confirm this belief.

A quick glance at current PCGS and NGC population data 
will reveal that the survivors are spread fairly evenly from Proof-62 through Proof-67, with the seemingly 
omnipresent congregation of submissions at the Proof-64 level. At the high end of the grading spectrum for the 
issue is this awe-inspiring Superb Gem. The boldness of contrast between bright, mirrored fields and satiny 
devices more than justifies the DCAM designation. The surfaces display the lovely “orange-peel ’ texture that 
makes proof gold coins so inviting to collectors, and, in keeping with this theme, we would describe the color 
as a rich orange-gold shade. Razor-sharp in strike, with nary a detracting contact mark to report. 1 here is a 
small, faint swirl of variegated color in the obverse field between stars 12 and 13 that we mention solely for pedi¬ 
gree purposes. Another important offering in this small, yet powerful collection of proof gold.

7643 1885 Proof-66 Deep Cameo (PCGS). The rarity of this date in the Liberty Double Eagle series is instantly recog¬ 
nizable among both gold specialists and anyone who spends even a few seconds glancing at the listing of mintage fig¬ 
ures in the Guide Hook. Just 828 Twenty-Dollar gold pieces were struck in the Philadelphia Mint in 1885—a total that 
is the lowest in the business strike Liberty series after the 1882 and (probably) the 1861 Paquet. Included in this 
mintage is 77 proofs, which are exceedingly rare coins in their own right that are of further importance to numisma¬ 
tists because of their association with the business strike 1885. With an extant population of 15-18 pieces (per David 
W. Akers, 1982 and Walter Breen, 1988), the proof 1885 is roughly similar in rarity to the 1881, 1882, 1883, and 
1884. Walter Breen (1977) goes a bit further when he states that the proof 1885 is a bit more elusive than the 1883 
and 1884 and somewhat unappreciated as a rarity compared to these proof-only deliveries. 

This coin is the darling of the Highland Collection—a comment that should not be taken lightly in view of the other 
three coins that comprise this collection. The total of nine proof 1885 Twenties in the online PCGS Population Report has 
at its apex this deeply cameoed, premium-quality Gem. There is not a single distraction on either side that would inhibit 
one’s appreciation of the solid technical merits and awe-inspiring eye appeal that this coin possesses. On the obverse, gold¬ 
en-orange color envelops watery fields and satiny devices. The reverse is equally bold in the cameo category with similar, 
albeit slightly richer coloration. "Orange-peel” texture and needle-sharp striking definition are seen throughout. The only 
worthwhile pedigree marker is as struck, and it is a tiny obverse planchet flaw in the field at the top of Liberty’s head. 
Advanced Liberty Double Eagle collectors would be wise to take full advantage of the bidding opportunity that this lot rep¬ 
resents—it may be many years before this beautiful pop 1/0 example returns to the open market.

Writing 
in 1982, David W. Akers opines that only 30-35 proof 1901 Double Eagles are extant from an original mintage of 96 
pieces. A few years later, Walter Breen (1988) expanded the estimate on survivors of this delivery to 36-40 coins. 
Regardless of which of these ranges are more accurate, there is no denying that the ‘01-P is a very rare coin in proof for¬ 
mat. And, despite suggestions to the contrary that may have been made above, a limited original mintage of 111,430 
business strikes for this issue should probably not be ignored in assessing the desirability of the gorgeous Gem in this lot. 

Lovely “orange-peel” texture is seen over both sides of this boldly contrasted specimen. The color is a medium-inten¬ 
sity, yellow-gold shade that appears to “go black” as the deeply mirrored fields turn away from a light. The devices, on 
the other hand, exhibit a satiny sheen at all angles, and they contrast markedly with the former features.

On the one hand, federal records do not report a mintage for the 
proof variant of the High-Relief Saint-Gaudens Double Eagle of 
1907. On the other, Breen (1988) is clear on the fact that such 
pieces were prepared, and the beauty of the design certainly lends 
itself to being delivered in a specimen or presentation format. 
Although no less of a distinguished authority than Chief Engraver 
Charles E. Barber claims that only five High-Relief Twenties were 
prepared, most numismatic scholars now believe that several addi¬ 
tional examples were struck. The exact number will probably never 
be known, but the popularity and importance of this issue with 
advanced collectors remains assured, nonetheless. 

This medium-gold example is exceptionally sharp in strike, as 
one should expect for a proof. Even the ends of the eagles tail- 
feathers on the reverse are crisply delineated. The original finish is 
satiny in texture, and myriad swirling die polish lines (as struck) in 
the fields are noted. With rich green-gold undertones and a rela¬ 
tively minimal number of distractions for the assigned grade, this 
coin would do justice to any specialized collection. A thin graze in 
the upper-left obverse field justifies the Proof-62 designation.

He did live 
long enough to see the Ultra High Relief Proof strikes prepared in February and March 1907, but died in August, prior to the November striking of 
the first batch of business strikes.

Back by Congressional mandate, 
the motto IN GOD WE TRUST made its debut on the Saint- 
Gaudens Double Eagle part-way through 1908. This addition to 
the lower reverse was made over the objections of then-President 
Theodore Roosevelt, who felt that the use of a deity’s name on 
coinage was blasphemous. The 1908 Motto was produced in not 
overly generous numbers—156,359 pieces, to be exact. Akers 
(1988) opines that the overall rarity of this issue in Mint State has 
been overstated at times. The author also states, however, “There is 
no doubt that [the 1908 Motto] is very rare in MS-64 or better con¬ 
dition...” And the conditionally challenging status of this issue is 
further accentuated by the number of high-grade, first-year gold 
type collectors active in todays market. 

This is the first Gem 1908 Motto Double Eagle that this cata¬ 
loger can remember handling. This is typically a much more sharply 
detailed issue than its No Motto counterpart, and the coin in this 
lot does not disappoint in this regard. Both sides are overall boldly 
struck with no areas of mentionable softness of detail. Effulgent, 
softly frosted luster shimmers across both sides, and rich orange- 
gold color is also worthy of praise.

A feint planchet streak (as struck) is present on the reverse over and above the eagles

7725 1924-D MS-64 (NGC). Here’s an elusive Double Eagle, and one 
that is much rarer than an original mintage of 3 million pieces 
might imply. Apparently, most 1924-D Twenties were destroyed by 
the federal government without ever having reached general circu¬ 
lation. An extremely fortunate example, the present near-Gem not 
only survived, but it did so without acquiring an excessive number 
of abrasions. In fact, the surfaces are minimally abraded with no 
singularly mentionable bagmarks. Color is a richly original, orange- 
gold shade that even assumes some reddish-gold tendencies at select 
light angles. Fully frosted with a sharply rendered strike, this coin 
would make an attractive and important addition to an advanced 
collection of 20th century gold. The 1924-D is similar in overall 
rarity to the 1925-D and 1926-S. It is, however, rarer than the ‘26- 
S is the finer Mint State grades.

7726 1924-S MS-64 (PCGS). This is one of several issues in the Saint- 
Gaudens Double Eagle series for which the original mintage is an 
extremely poor indicator of rarity in today’s market. Although fed¬ 
eral records indicate that the San Francisco Mint delivered 2.9 mil¬ 
lion Twenties this year, the vast majority of these coins were melted 
by the government without even having been released into general 
circulation. The result, as can probably be expected, is a scarce-to- 
rare issue in all grades. 

The emergence of a few small groups of 1924-S Double Eagles 
in Europe during the 1950s and 1960s means that this issue is actu¬ 
ally more available today than it was once thought to be. As men¬ 
tioned above, however, the ‘24-S is still an elusive issue, and it 
remains a prime condition rarity in grades at or above the MS-63 
level. This snappy-looking example is pleasingly sharp in overall 
definition. The color is a medium orange-gold shade that actually 
assumes somewhat of a rose-gold cast at certain light angles. Fully 
lustrous, with uncommonly smooth-looking surfaces for the issue. 
A coin that represents the finest in technical quality that one is like¬ 
ly to encounter in a ‘24-S Double Eagle.

7730 1926-S MS-65 (NGC). David W. Akers' opening comments 
under the “Comments on Rarity” section for the 1926-S Double 
Eagle in the 1988 book A Handbook of 20th-Century United States 
Gold Coins: 1907-1933 opens with the statement: “The 1926-S is 
the most common of all mintmarked issues from 1924 to 1927, 
especially so in the highest Mint State grades.” While this comment 
is certainly true, the level of its applicability for buyers depends 
greatly on the context in which it is being assessed. Relative to, say, 
the 1925-D, 1925-S, 1926-D, and (definitely!) 1927-D deliveries 
in the Saint-Gaudens Twenty-Dollar series, the 1926-S is certainly 
a common issue. When viewed in the wider context of U.S. 
numismatics, however, this issue is very elusive and seldom offered 
in the finest Mint State grades. The present lot, therefore, represents 
an extremely important bidding opportunity for 20th century gold 
collectors. 

This is the nicest ‘26-S Double Eagle that we have handled in 
recent memory, the surfaces overall smooth in sheen and solidly in 
the Gem category. Fully lustrous features are awash in satin-to-soft- 
ly frosted mint bloom. There are no ill-defined features on either 
side, and otherwise orange-gold color exhibits some intermingled 
blushes of rose-gold tinting that only serve to enhance already 
impressive eye appeal. A delight to behold, and worthy of careful 
bidder consideration. 

There is a tiny, shallow planchei void (as struck) in the upper-left obverse field that 

we mention solely for accuracy.

Full, softly frosted luster flows from rim-to- 
rim in the absence of all but a few inconsequential abrasions. Solidly 
graded as a Gem, and mounted in a first-generation PCGS holder.
